7:45pm - Call to Order

7:47pm - The Moving Wall 

William White of the Wareham Veteran’s Council came up to talk about The Moving Wall. 
He introduced Alan Slavin, Clerk and past Wareham Selectman, Joseph (Skip) Siranelli, 
Vice Chairman of the Veteran’s Council, and John McGonnell, a member of the A-Team. 

Mr. White then said the Wall is a half-scale replica of the Vietnam Veterans Memorial in 
Washington, DC and that the Wall has been touring the country for more than 30 years 
providing Americans with an opportunity to pay homage to the more than 58,000 Vietnam 
Veterans who gave their lives for their country. He said the Wall will be on display at the 
Anderson Track across Viking Drive from the Wareham Middle School from August 17 th to 
the 21 st and invited all to visit. He went on to say it will be open 24 hours while it is in 
Wareham and there will be daily ceremonies. He finished by saying they are asking the 
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Board to help promote and publicize the Wall, then asked if the Board could have a 
Proclamation ready before its arrival. 

Skip Siranelli then came up and had a Ceremony American Flag that once flew over the State 
House and is now flown over Wareham Town Hall. He offered the flag to Plymouth to fly 
over its Town Hall for the next few days. He then presented the Flag to Kenneth Tavares, 
Chairman of the Plymouth Board of Selectmen. Chainnan Tavares thanked them saying it 
was an honor to accept this Flag on behalf of the Board of Selectmen and the Town of 
Plymouth. He then asked the Administrator to have a Proclamation ready to be signed at the 
August 8, 2017 Selectmen’s Meeting. 

Selectman Joyce thanked them for their service saying that her husband is a Vietnam 
Veteran, and then she suggested that they reach out to the Bourne National Cemetery for 
support.

William Bennett came up and said that three years ago he was given an Aquaculture License, 
and although he’s had some trials and tribulations its gone pretty well. He then said he would 
like to renew the license for the next 10 years. 

Chairman Tavares asked if anyone wished to speak in favor of granting this license. 

Don Wilkinson came up to speak in favor of Mr. Bennett saying Skip (Mr. Bennett) and his 
father have been an inspiration. He then handed out a letter of support and asked the Board to 
encourage Mr. Bennett to move to Plymouth. 

Selectman Provenzano said he is excited about the industry and said you are a leader, he then 
asked how far his oysters are shipped, to which Mr. Bennett said they are shipped to 40 states 
throughout the country. 

Chairman Tavares then asked if anyone wished to speak in opposition of this license. 

Alice Souza came up saying she has lived on Saquish for many years and she can see Mr. 
Bennett from her deck and asked if he was going to expand the area that he fanns. 

William Bennett said that he has been approved for 10 acres but only uses 60% of that land 
and said that he would not expand so she shouldn’t be affected. 

Carl Souza came up next saying that he’s not against Mr. Bennett or his business but wanted 
to mention there is a muscle bed out there and it’s a heavily recreational area that is used for 
tubing, waterskiing and boating. He also said with all of the cages it looks like a construction 
site and suggested moving the oyster farm. 

Selectman Mahoney said we’re at the end of a three year window and asked Mr. Souza if he 
came in to say something at that point, to which Mr. Souza said no, that he was caught off 
guard at that time. 

Richard Butler, a resident of Saquish, said that he agrees with Carl. He said it’s an eye sore 
and that his view changed from looking at the bay to looking at all of those cages. 

Selectman Joyce said the current License was from 2014 to 2017, so she asked the folks that 
are opposed if they had any conversations with the Harbor Master or Mr. Bennett. 
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Alice Souza said no that she hadn’t. She also added that Mr. Bennett is doing a great job and 
that she doesn’t mind what he’s doing now, but hopes it won’t get bigger in area. 

Betty Cavacco, Selectman, said she is concerned about these residents having to always look 
at those traps so she suggested a site visit before making her decision. 

Selectman Mahoney said that he agrees with Selectman Joyce, adding that there has to be 
respect for property owners as well as oyster farming. He said he doesn’t want the resident’s 
quality of life to be affected but he also wants to support Mr. Bennett being a successful 
oyster fanner. He said the Harbor has reached saturation so there shouldn’t be any new 
people setting up new Aquaculture areas. He finished by saying he hopes the residents of 
Saquish and Mr. Bennett will communicate in the future.

9:01pm - Old Business / Letters / New Business 

Selectmen Mahoney said that the Town Manager is not here tonight but in her Town 
Manager’s Report that was submitted to the Board there is an announcement that the Town, 
through the Department of Environmental Affairs, has secured a grant for the Holmes Dam 
Removal Project. He said it’s a big project and that the grant will not cover the new road, 
bridge or the sewer line, saying that the grant is for the removal of the dam. He said that the 
project is exciting and will add jobs, increase real estate values, and improve the quality of 
life for residents local to the dam. Selectman Mahoney finished by saying the project should 
begin in the spring of 2018 and be completed before the 2020 celebrations. 

Selectman Cavacco said that she had been in touch with the Town Manager about the 
Bathhouse at White Horse Beach. There’s an issue with the trailer but she said they have 
secured four mounted porta-potty units and they will be installed by this weekend. She said 
the cost for August, September and October will be $4,500 which Dennis Westgate, Assistant 
Director of Public Works, said he has in his budget. 
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Selectman Mahoney asked if Selectman Cavacco could explain the definition of a mounted 
porta-potty and he also asked what the $4,500 would cover, to which Selectman Cavacco 
said mounted means secured to the ground so they cannot be knocked over, and the $4,500 
will cover the rental of the units as well as 3 pump-outs per week. 

Selectman Joyce commented saying these are long overdue. She then asked if they would 
really be needed in October, to which Selectman Cavacco said most of the cottages are open 
until Columbus Day weekend. 

On a motion by Betty Cavacco and seconded by John Mahoney, the Board approved the 
expenditure of $4,500 for the Lease and Maintenance of four Porta-Potty units to be placed 
on White Horse Beach. Voted 5/0 

Chairman Tavares said that before the Board adjourns we would like to acknowledge that 
this is the last week for Derek Brindisi, Assistant Town Manager, as he accepted the Town 
Manager’s position for the Town of Upton. He thanked Mr. Brindisi for his service to the 
Town and the residents of Plymouth. Chairman Tavares wish him good luck on behalf of the 
entire Board of Selectmen. 

Derek Brindisi said that it’s been almost two years but it feels like he just started. He added 
that working under Town Manager Arrighi has taught him a lot. Plymouth is a big Town with 
102 square miles of road network, $220,000,000 budget, and nine unions the list goes on. 

Mr. Brindisi also said the Department Heads are great, and he would hold them up against 
any city official that he’s ever worked with. He went on to say he was going to miss the 
people the most and said the 3 rd floor staff was great to work with. He finished by saying he 
will be visiting Plymouth in the future.
